The Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment has been asked 
to consider increased license 
fees on pinball machines, | 
jukeboxes and automatic vend- 
ing machines as a major 
source of new income to help 
balance the city budget, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Alderman James E. Geisler 
(Dem.), Tenth Ward, made the 
suggestion of increasing the 
fees at last Friday’s closed 
meeting of the Estimate 
Board and the Board of Alder- 
men. The matter will be dis- 
cussed further at a meeting of 
the two groups next Friday. 

“TI called attention to the fact 
that the city cigarette tax was 
bringing in about $1,400,000 a 
year and all other small taxes, 
mostly from licensing of auto- 
matic devices, was netting only 
about $1.300.000 annually,” 
Geisler said. “It seemed to me 
to be all out Of proportion.” | 

Many Untaxed Machines. | 

Police reported Saturday that 
taverns and other places of 
business in St. Louis were be- 
ing flooded with unlicensed 
pinball machines. Many of the 
machines are operated by 
ganzster-controlled firms. 

Geisler said he was surprised 
to learn, in an examination of 
license records, that the city 
had netted only $8000 in a 
vear from 8000 automatic ma- 
chines. 


“That appeared to me to be 
ridiculous,” Geisler said. “Such 
machines as shuffleboard al- 
leys. jukeboxes and_ pinball 
machines are going half the 
night Revenue from them 
should be running much *high- 
er 

Geisler said he had no first- 
hand information about failure 
of operators ot obtain licenses. 

In East St. Louis, where po- 
lice are making a survey of 
coin-operated devices to deter- 
mine whether all are licensed, 
the fee is $5 a year. 

Clinton S. Darling, head of? 
the National Automatic. Mer- 
chandising Association.  an- 
nounced today at Chicago that 
his organization will send a 
staff member to St. Louis this 
week to look into reports of 
hoodlums infiltrating the in- 
dustry. 

“We Are Upset...” 


“We are upset whenever we 
learn about racketeers mov- 
ing into our business,” Darling 
said. “It is difficult to get them 
out. They take business away 
from legitimate operators by 
implied threats and also by 
threats that are not reported 
to authorities. 

“We are delighted with 
attitude of the St. Louis 
lice, who are trying to 
something about it. When our 
staff man goes to St. Louis he 
will consult the police and we 
will take whatever measures 
we can,”

The water transportation in- 


dustry, “as a successful re- 
sult of private enterprise,” is 
facing a threat in the railroad 
Suggestion that tolls and use! 
charges be imposed on _ the 
rivers, Wade W.  Hollowell. 
te sident of the Mississippi 
Valley Association said here to- 
day 

Hollowell, a banker in 


Greenville, Miss., spoke at the 
opening session of the asso- 
Clation’s thirty-ninth annual 
meeting at Hotel Sheraton- 
Jefferson. Approximately 1500 
delegates from 25 states are 
expected to ‘attend the two- 
day conference. 

“Other modes of transporta- 
tion which have not been able 
to settle their own differences 
and which have become en- 
meshed in a tangle of govern- 
mental controls and interfer- 
ences, would now like to see 
controls and interferences im- 
posed on those whom they 
believe to be their competitors, 
despite the economic impact,” 
Hollowell said. 

Ke said he did not intend to 
debate the issue today, but it 
was a challenge for the Missis- 
sippi Valley Association mem- 
bers to meet, “because it is a 
direct threat to all of our wa- 
terway projects.” 

Second Major Challenge. 

A second major challenge is 
offered. Hollowell said, by “the 
theoretical philosophers who 
would have us believe that be- 
cause the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority has been so successful, 
the Missouri Basin can only suc- 
ceed economically through the 
imposition of bureaucratic con- 
trol of the Missouri Basin.” 

He asserted that proponents 
of public power are insisting 
that generation of power is the 
primary purpose of controlling 
the river. 

“As the Missouri Basin, goes 
on this government power ques- 
tion. so will go the rest of the 
nation.” Hollowell said fe 
challenge the members of the 
association and persons inter- 
ested in the free enterprise 
system of the nation to make 
every effort to refute the false 
premises of the government 
power people, and to defeat in 
Congress all efforts to change 
the basic philosophy under 
which the great system on the 
Missouri river has been devel- | 
oped in the last 15 years.” 

A spokesman for the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Association said 
later there recently has been 
an increasing number of 
speeches by representatives of 
some upper valley interests 
urging that control of the 
stream for power be considered 
over other uses, such as flood 
control, navigation and soil 
conservation. 

-Hollowell said too much 
spending on defense could hurt 
the American economy, and 
urged that the importance of 
river development and flood 
control not be lost sight of be- 
cause of concern over the Rus- 
sian-launched satellites. He 
called for support of Congress- 
men ‘against the encroachment 
of their authority by an ap- 
pointed Budget Bureau, a fur- 
ther evidence of the trend 
toward rule by appointed bu- 
reaucrats rather than by elect- | 
ed representatives.” 

The association's water re- 
sdurces committee announced 
earlier it would submit a reso- 
lution charging the Budget Bu- 
reau with “infringing on and 
thwarting the authority of 
Congress by selecting projects 
foy construction and allocating 
funds appropriated by Con- |~ 
gress for specific projects.” 

Gov. Foss Speaks. 

Gov. Joe Foss of South Da- 
kota, in his speech to the as- 
sociation, said that Missouri 
River Basin interests have op- 
pdsed “all forms of a super- 
administrative agency,” and 
favor the present “unique” ad- 
ministrative combination of fed- 
epal,state and basin groups. 

But he raised the siniitens | 
whether present leadership had 
allowed differences among the | 
myriad. river interests to exist 
without settlement. 

“I believe we should identi- 
those detaifs which are 
to friction, sus- 
misunderstanding 
among ourselves,” Foss said.

State Supreme Court 
Rejects Plaintiff’s 
Contention It Is Not 
‘County’ Office.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 10 
—The validity and constitu- 
tionality of the St. Louis Li- 


cense Collector's office as it is 
presently established and op- 
erated under state law was up- 
held today by the Missouri Su- 
preme Court 

The ruling was made in a 
tent suit brought by Paul W. 
Preisler of St. Louis, resident 
associate in biochemistry at 
Washington University’s medi- 
cal school, and also an attorney. 

Preisler, acting for himself 
as a citizen and taxpayer, had 
filed the suit for declaratory 
judgment. attacking the con- 
Stitutionality of the office, in 
the St. Louis circut court in 
1956. An appeal was subse- 
quently taken from an adverse 
ruling by Circuit Judge Waldo 
C. Mayfield 

Preisler contended that the 
Office, presently hel dby Li- 
cense Collector Joseph T. (Jug- 
gv) Hayden, is actually a muni- 
cipal office, not a county of- 
fice, because it is concerned 
with collection of municipal li- 
cense taxes imposed by city 
ordinance. He argued that the 
state statutes under which the 
office is presently operated are 
in violation of Article VI, Sec- 
tion 22, of the Missouri Consti- 
tution. 

The section referred to pro- 
vides that the Legislature shall 
not enact laws prescribing the 
duties, power or pay of any 
municipal office,” and all such 
offices shall cease at the end 
of the terms of present incumb- 
ents.” 

The Missouri Supreme 
Court, however, it an opinion 
written by Judge Lawrence M.

FCC Chairman John C. Doer- 
fer, one of those accused, al- 
ready has testified and has 
agreed to furnish the subcom- 
mittee with a list of all the 
trips he took, on which he re- 
ceived fees or honorariums 
from private interests, or travel 
expenses from the Government, 
or both. 

Others to Be Asked for Lists. 

The plan is to ask the other 
four accused FCC members, 
when they appear tomorrow, 
to furnish similar lists and 
give them an opportunity to 
reply to the charges that they 
have accepted favors from the 
broadcasting industry they are 
supposed to regulate. 

It was indicated some sub- 
committee members felt this 
morning the discharge motion 
was premature and that 
Schwartz, who was not at the 
morning meeting, should be 
heard before final action is 
taken. 

Moulder said there was “a 
long discussion” about Schwartz 
this morning. He added that 
vote to retain him, at least for 
the present, contained no con- 
ditions limiting the counsel's 
authority to pursue the inves- 


tigation.

In a secret meeting of the 
subcommittee Jan. 30, Schwartz 
charged that one or more per- 
sons had been planted on his 
staff to spy on him and report 
back to Harris, chairman of the 
full committee, the Post-Dis- 
patch learned. 


A copy of the official steno- 
graphic transcript of the two- 
hour closed meeting shows that 
Schwartz said his efforts to 
make a “real investigation” had 
been hampered by “spies” and 
lack of subpena power. 

Harris refused to issue a 
subpena requested by Schwartz 
in a case of reported im- 
propriety involving § Richard 
A. Mack, a member of the FCC 
appointed by President Eisen- 
hower, the counsel told the 
Post-Dispatch. (Richard Mack 
and Representative Peter Mack 
are not related.) 

One of the instances’ in 
which Adams reportedly inter- 
fered in a decision by a sup- 
posedly independent regulatory 


agency was the FCC’s award 
of a television channel to a 
Boston newspaper, it was 


learned. 
No Comment from White House. 


This and several other cases 
in which Adams allegedly fig- 
ured were under investigation 
by the subcommittee _ staff. 
There was no immediate com- 
ment from the White House.

Denied by Harris. 

Harris told the Washington 
Post yesterday it was “not 
true” he had cleared Schwartz's 
appointment with Morgan. 

If Schwartz is fired, there 
will be “quite a strong possi- 
bility” that the subcommittee’s 
investigation of six big federal 
regulatory agencies will come 
to an end, Representative Moss 
told the Post-Dispatch. 

Moss said he had “great con- 
fidence in both the integrity 
and ability” of Schwartz and 
would “not support any move 
to fire him.” But Moss added: 
“If the other side has the votes, 
there can't be a fight.” 

Schwartz said he expected 
to be fired. “I think it has 
gone too far to be stopped,” 
he said. 

Schwartz told the Post-Dis- 
patch he expected the subcom- 
mittee majority would try to 
pressure him to resign, before 
resorting to a discharge motion. 

“I will tell them [I will re- 
sign if Mr. Harris will. resign 
from Congress,” the outspoken 
34-year-old counsel declared. 

Moss said he thought the 
subcommittee action would be 
final. “I know of no rule per- 
mitting an appeal to the 
House,’ he added. “Staff mem- 
bers serve at the pleasure of 
committees.” 

The transcript of the Jan. 30 
secret meeting, a copy of which 
was obtained by the Post-Dis- 
patch, shows that Schwartz 
mamed Herman Clay Beasley, 
chief clerk of the subcommit- 
tee, as the man who had been 
assigned to spy on him and re- 


port to Harris. 

Schwartz was put under oath 
at the meeting. Chairman 
Harris asked him: “Has Mr. 


Beasley been spying on you?” 
The counsel replied: ‘For the 
record, I would like to state 
that is my opinion.” 

Neither Harris nor Beasley, 
who also is assistant clerk of 
the full committee headed by 
Harris, could be reached for 
comment. 


Sorry He started. 


At another point in the Jan. 
30 meeting, Bennett asked 
Schwartz: “If you had to do 
this over again (conduct the 
inquiry), would you do the 
Same as you have done?” 

“Except for one move,” 
Schwartz answered. “I would 
not have come down here to 
work for this committee under 
any circumstances.” 

A few minutes later he 
added: “I do not think I am 
going out of here, if 1 am going 
out of here, with the feeling 
that | have done too badly. I 
wonder if you gentlemen can 
speak the same way in your 
own consciences?” 

Moss told the Post-Dispatch 
he thought Schwartz got “‘a rot- 
ten deal” from the subcommit- 
tee. He added that if Schwartz 
is fired, “‘they will have a great 
difficulty in getting a new 
counsel of stature.” 

Members Under Oath. 

At the Jan. 30 meeting. the 
transcript shows, members of 
the subcommittee, in an un- 
usual action, put themselves 
under oath and swore individ- 
ually that they had _. wnot 
“leaked” a secret staff memo- 
randum to columnist Drew 
Pearson. 

This came after Schwartz. 
under questioning by Harris, 
admitted that he had given a 
copy of the memorandum to 
the New York Times, which 
printed the text. He said he 
had done so to counteract the 
effect of Drew Pearson’s pub- 
lication of parts of the report. 

“It (the staff report) had al- 
ready been published in part 
in a column which printed only 
a small portion of it and was 
distorting its true meaning,” 
Schwartz asserted. 

The memorandum, which the 
counsel wrote, dealt with al- 
leged misconduct by five mem- 
bers of the FCC in their re- 
lations with the broadcasting 
industry the FCC regulates. 

Not Aware of Rule. 

“You are... familiar with 
the fact that any unauthorized 
information given out from a 
committee of the Congress is 
contrary to the rules of the 
House?” Harris asked Schwartz. 

The counsel said he was not 
aware of that rule. He de- 
fended his action in “leaking’”’ 
the memorandum to the Times 
as proper and warranted un- 
der the circumstances. 

On Jan. 30, Chariman Har- 
ris refused to issue a subpena 
calling on FCC Commissioner 
Mack to turn over. docu- 
ments and files relating to his 
reported role in the award of 
a Miami (Fla.) television chan- 
nel, Schwartz told the Post- 
Dispatch. 

The subcommittee staff went 
ahead with its . investigation 
and was ready to present evi- 
dence on the matter in open 
hearings when the move to 
fire him developed, Schwartz 
added. 

Award of TV Channel. 

After Mack, a native of 
Miami, was appointed to the 
FCC by President Eisenhower, 
the FCC overruled an initial 
decision by one of its hearing 


examiners and awarded Chan- | 


nel 10 in Miami to a subsidiary 
of National Airlines, Inc. 

The subcommittee staff, it 
was learned, was interested in 
whether Mack had any finan- 
cial dealings with Thurman 
Whiteside, a Miami attorney 


who reportedly has been asso- | 


ciated with National Airlines. 


When the question of spying | 


came up at the Jan, 30 meet- 
ing, Schwartz said: “May I 
ask, Mr. Harris, whether a 
chief counsel is entitled to a 
private office, a private phone 
and a private staff? I have 
had none of the three. 

“There has been a man 
there who has been there when- 
ever 1 have been there, as- 
signed by the full committee 
to report to you (Harris) on 
exactly what I do.”’ 

Harris noted that Beasley 
had been assigned to take

‘Act of Perfidy.’ 


“That is right,” Schwartz 
said, “And I even did not have 
to pay him 30 pieces of silver 
for this act of perfidy.” 

“That certainly is not a very 
pertinent response,’ Harris 
retorted. 


Schwartz replied, “It certain- 
ly is, Mr. Harris, in view of Mr. 
Beasley's function over there 
(at the staff offices). I have 
never been spied on in my life, 
Mr. Harris. I have tried to op- 
erate open and above-board.” 


Before the subcommittee 
members swore they had not 
leaked the memorandum to 
Pearson, they asked Schwartz 
if he had any suspicions about 
the source of the leak. 

“My only suspicions are that 
a member of the committee did 
it,” the counsel replied. 

He was asked if he thought 
it was wrong to give the memo- 
randum to the New York Times. 
“No.” he answered. “Morally 
I had no doubts whatsoever, 
and have no doubts at the pres- 
ent time.” 

‘Complete Waste of Time.’ 

Other subcommittee members 
asked Schwartz if he thought 
the subcommittee’s first set of 
hearings were valuable. At 
these hearings the questioning 
centered around administrative 
law—how :the six big federal 
regulatory agencies have ad- 
ministered the laws enacted by 
Congress and whether they 
have come under the domi- 
nance of the executive branch. 

“They (the first hearings) 
were a complete waste of time,” 
Schwartz said “IT would not 
have spent the time of a gradu- 
ate seminar in the law school 
on this sort of thing.” 

At subsequent hearings, the 
subcommittee went into the al- 
legations of misconduct 
some FCC members. The feud 
between Schwartz and the sub- 
committe majority then broke 
into the open.

FEDERATION TIES 
BEING DISCUSSED 
BY SAUDI ARABIA

CAIRO, Feb. 10—Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia have been having 
unpublicized and serious talks 
on the question o1 possible ad- 
herence of that Arab monarchy 
to an Arab federation led by 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
of Egypt as head of the new 
United Arab Republic. Talks 
also are reported to have been 
held with the republic of Su- 
dan 

The proclamation of Egypt 
and Svria of a new republic on 
Feb. 1 invited “union or fed- 
eration” with it of all other 
Arab lands. Yemen was the 
first to respond. Crown Prince 
Badr arrived here last Wednes- 
day as head of a Yemen dele- 
gation authorized to work out 
details with Nasser and other 
Egyptian leaders 

Talks with Saudi Arabia are 
said to have gone beyond the 
exploratory stage. King Ibn 
Saud has indicated interest in 
federation, informants say 

If Saudi Arabia should join 
in an Arab federation with 
Egypt, Syria and Yemen, the 
long-held dream of an Arab na- 
tion stretching from Rabat to 
Baghdad andthe Persian Gulf 
‘would have taken a seven- 
league stride toward realiza- 
tion. 

It is believed no direct con- 
tact on union vet has been 
made with Iraq and Jordan, 
two of the other Arab mon- 
archies. But it was considered 
significant here that the edi- 
tors of two Cairo newspapers, 
Al Akbar and Al Ahram, 
should have in their columns 
on successive days written that 
Egypt would applaud the union 
of Jordan and Iraq under one 
king. That would simplify the 
problems of confederation. Ed- 
itors in Cairo do not print 
such comments without basis 
and without clearing them 
first with the presidential pal- 
ace 

‘An Associated Press dis- 
patch from Amman quoted of- 
ficials as saying federal union 
between Iraq and Jordan 
“seems imminent” as the out- 
'come of talks beginning there 
tomorrow. King Faisal of Iraq 
is due in Amman with a retinue 
of top Iraqi officials ‘to parley 
‘with his cousin, young King 
Hussein of Jordan. The inform 
ants predicted the lraqi-Jordan 
union would be joined later by 
Saudi Arabia. also a monarchy 
Thev added they would not be 
suprised if Iraq withdraws trom 
the western-oriented Baghdad 
pact.) 

As evidence of the serious- 
ness of talks between Egyptian 
and Saudi Arabian envoys, it 
is said that King Saud has in- 
dicated he would be willing 
to use some of his large oil 
royalties to help industrial and 
land development projects in 
Egypt and Syria. That would 
make the two less dependent 
; on credits and technical help 
‘from the Soviet Union and 
other Communist countries

ARSON DISCOUNTED IN FIRE 
AT NEGRO COLLEGE IN SOUTH 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 
10 (AP)—Fire officials yester- 
day discounted the possibility 
that segregationists or any one 
else touched off the spectac- 
ular blaze that destroyed the 
gymnasium of Arkansas Bap- 
tist College for Negroes here 
Saturday. 

“I just can’t picture arson at 
all,” Fire Inspector V. 
Throckmorton said after a pre- 
liminary investigation of the 
ruins. “The building was to 
have been condemned shortly 
anyway.” 

In the $80,000 fire reporters 
received two anonymous tele- 
phone calls boasting. that the 
“Ku Klux Klan” and “segre- | 
gationists” had set the fire. 

Throckmorton said origin of 
the fire still has not been de- 
termined. 

He said that any white per- 
son in the neighborhood would 
have been noticed instantly by 
Negroes. There has been no 
such report, Throckmorton 
said. The Negro college, with 
an enrollment of 250, is sup- 
ported largely by whites. It 
never has figured in the Little 
Rock integration controversy.

I invested in com- 
panies which sought to develop 
new sources of supply for such 
varied materials as copper, 
rubber, iron ore, gold, and sul- 
fur. One thing that pleased me 
particularly about these ven- 
tures was that they were a 
means of wresting new 
resources from the earth and 
putting them at the disposal of 
mankind. These enterprises, in 
short. were creators of true 
wealth, not of money, but of 
things that were useful.

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Bishop Was Wrong 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 


Jim Bishop's column, “Doctors’ 
Halos Worn Too Tight?” requires 
rebuttal. 


He is entitled to his opinion but 
I question the propriety of his 
using 50 square inches of news- 
Paper space to fabricate and pre- 
sent an ugly picture to thousands 
of readers unless he supports his 
position by logic, facts and evi- 
dence which bears some relation 
to the subject: this he does not do. 

He charges most of that which 
the doctor tells the patient is a 
“mumbo-jumbo of guessing.”’ Medi- 
cine is not an exact science and can 
never be but this is not the doctor's 
fault. If fault there be, it is in 
the fashioning of the human race 

I do not like his use of the 
word “guessing” but at least the 
“guesses” have been so accurate 
that infants are no longer deci- 
mated by diarrhea during their 
second summer of life, there are 
few deaths from pneumonia, 
typhoid, smallpox: whooping cough 
and many other diseases are nearly 
non-existent, deaths from appendi- 
citis are rare. congenital deformi- 
ties are corrected as never before 
and hundreds of successful opera- 
tions are done within the chest 
and cranial cavities every week. 

* ° ™ 


As a proponent of thorough ex- 
planation to the patient, I am con- 
stantly discouraged by my inability 
to reduce complicated anatomy, 
physiology and mechanics to sim- 
ple enough terms for many patients 
to grasp. It is also difficult to ex- 
plain and understand the atom, and 
the intricacies of Hi-F1. 

Bishop states that it is “in the 
field of love that the doctors do 
their most merciless operating” and 
describes ‘“Artie’s” wife’s operation 
I deduce that Artie’s wife had a 
radical amputation of the breast 
for cancer and was in the hospital 
for one week at great expense. 

Bishop doesn't say that this oper- 
ation is done with one-half of 
1 per cent mortality as opposed 

to 5 per cent a few years ago; that 
‘the hospitalization is about half 
as long as formerly; that the entire 
recovery period is shortened; that 
the resulting disability is reduced 
or that this operation produces 
from 75 to 35 per cent cure rate 
of cancer, depending on its stage, 
and that doctors deserve some 
credit for these advances.

Bishop does detail the hospital 
charges and intimates that this 
money finds its way into “the doc- 
tors’” pockets. Not so. Doctors 
have wives, children, parents and 
loved ones of their own who have 
colds and tragic illnesses. We pay 
the same hospital expenses as 
Artie. No doctor receives one 
penny of the money his patients 
pay for hospitalization : 

Bishop next charges that Artie’s 
wife was neglected while in the 
hospital “Artie rang the black 
buzzer on her pillow. No doctor 
came.” Surely Mr. Bishop knows 
that patients call signals do not 
summon doctors and. why. 

“Artie hasn't gotten a bill for 
surgery yet. He will. It can range 
anywhere from $200 to $750. The 
surgeon can charge whatever he 
pleases.” This is not true. A sur- 
geon gets his patients from refer- 
ring doctors who believe him to 
be a good surgeon and of necessity 
takes the poor with the rich if he 
{is to retain this doctor's good will.

travels fast and such a surgeon 
finds himself with a diminishing 
practice of discontented patients

If Artie is strapped, he may not 
receive a bill. At most, it will 
likely not be above $350 and could 
be less.

I have in my hand a report from 
a St. Louis hospital which says that 
this hospital supplied 27,086 patient 
days of free hospital care during 
1957 at a cost of $700,000. Other 
local hospitals did an equal share 

Mr. Bishop states “They (doctors) 
spend less and less time on a fee- 
free basis in clinics.” There are 
still many clinics staffed by doc- 
tors serving without fee. Doctors 
supplied all of the medical care 
without fee for the 27,086 patient 
days of free hospital care men- 
tioned above. Classes for stu- 
dent nurses, medical students and 
resident staff are conducted with- 
_ out pay. Can Mr. Bishop say as 
much for his fee-free service to 
humanity? 

The last paragraph of this col-

- about hospital practice. “The pa- 
tients who are not Blue Cross mem- 


bers are frequently not permitted , 


to be discharged until some ar- 
rangement has been made for the 
hospital bills to be paid.” Is he 
charging that patients are held ille- 
gally, against their wills as prison- 
ers with the amount of the hospital 
bill as ransom? If so, there is quick 
legal recourse.

The second session of the Eighty-fifth Con- 
gress is barely more than a month old. Yet it 
is already clear that President Eisenhower has 
a vast amount of missionary work to do with 
the Republican side of the Senate and House 
if he hopes to get some of the most important 
items of his program through the legislative 
mill and onto his own desk for signing.

Its real title should be the teacher pay bill of 
1958 and its vote-getting possibilities. . Noth- 
ing but a smokescreen. There is nothing in 
this bill that cures our present crisis. . . . It 
creates another crisis—federal control.” 

The Gwinn position is doubly damaging. First, 
the bill’s fault is that it is too modest. It does 
not do enough to meet the needs of the hour 
for public education. Second, the support which 
the bill must have if it is to pass is seriously 
undercut when the highest ranking member of 
the President's party on the House Education 
Committee levels a broadside at it even before 
hearings are begun. 

An almost identical situation exists with re- 
spect to the White House's legislation for five- 
year extension of the Reciprocal Trade Act. Sen- 
ior Republican members of the Ways and Means 
Committee—Reed of New York, Simpson of 
Pennsylvania, Jenkins of Ohio and Mason of 
Illinois—will have no part of it. To save the 
White House complete embarrassment, Congress- 
man Kean of New Jersey reluctantly joined the 
Democratic chairman of the committee, Mills of 
Arkansas, in introducing the measure. 

~ ~ . 

Senator Douglas put the situation in a nutshell 
in a major speech on the economic need to ex- 
tend the trade program. Speaking to his col- 
leagues in the Senate, the Illinois Democrat said: 

“TI think it is clear that the program will have 
great difficulty at best in winning passage in 
any meaningful form. It will have no chance 
at all unless the President and his leaders fight 
for it and get ample support from the members 
of their own party. If they bend every effort, 
we may still have a chance. But we Democrats 
who believe in freer trade cannot do the job 
alone.” 

In another area, the three Republicans with 
most seniority on the Senate Agriculture Com- 
mittee, refused to introduce the White House's 
farm bill... Senator Aiken of Vermont, who has 
sponsored the Administration’s agricultural 
measures in the past, said flatly: “I don’t want 
my name on it.” G.O.P. Senators Thye of Min- 
nesota and Young of North Dakota followed suit. 

These three instances of Republican opposition 
to the Administration's program could be multi- 
plied. Mr. Eisenhower is still speaking for the 
election of a Republican Congress in November, 
but what he needs most of all right now is more 
Republican votes in Congress for his program.

A Small Matter? 

Chief Deputy License Inspector Leo Morrell 
says inspectors have found many unlicensed pin- 
ball machines in St. Louis, but have never prose- 
cuted in such cases. Asked why not, Mr. Morrell 
said, “Oh, it’s a small matter.” 

The public knows better than this. The police 
know better than this. The Collector's office 
ought to know better than this. 

It is true that the city license fee for pinball 
devices is only '$l a year. But the main purpose 
of the fee is not to raise revenue, but to provide 
at least some information about the location of 
a flood of machines which might be used for 
illegal gambling and which have too often at- 
tracted the interest of racketeers. 

The license fee on pinball machines ought to 
be increased. But whatever the fee is, the li- 
cense law be enforced. Control of the 
pinball machine business is no small matter, 
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‘Toward Unknewn Indies? 

This year of 1958 may be the brightest annus 
mirabilis since 1492. Or perhaps the distinction 
already belongs to 1957, the year of the sput- 
niks For the first time in almost 500 years 
man is on the verge of a “new world.”’ 

Until the beeps of the Russian—and now the 
American—satellites were heard, most men left 
this world to the science fiction writers. Even 
scientists rather pitied old Lowell and his canals 
on Mars. They knew a hundred reasons why 
planets and stars were not for our kind. Any- 
way, how could man get into the vasty reaches 
of the firmament? And if he got there, how 
could he get back? 

Most Europeans talked the same way at the 
end of the fifteenth century. They had heard 
that the earth is a globe. They knew about 
gravity and the implied possibility of circum- 
navigation. But consider the conditions: a small 
ship on a vast ocean. Who wanted any of that? 

Well, men did. And when the Turk 
shut off the old trade route to the East, Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella gave Columbus his opportuni- 
ty. And in our century, more and more scien- 
lists and military men have been talking about 
the possibilities of space. More and more ex- 
periments, all of them preliminary, are being 
undertaken. And there are the sputniks 

So now a race of sorts is under way to get 
into space. Not even a Russian Columbus has 
yet set foot on a planetary Hispanola, sickle- 
banner and ray-gun in hand, to proclaim it a 
new republic of the Soviet Union. There has 
been only one space traveller so far, a dog. Yet 
it no longer seems wise to dismiss a Willie Ley 
as moonstruck. Who knows? 

The modern spirit of exploration is not like 
that of the sixteenth century. The Magellans and 
the Cabots and the others who made those early 
Atlantic crossings were full of eagerness, confi- 
dence and the thirst for adventure. Those who 
heard of their exploits grew bold, dreamed of 
new lands, of new riches. Soon the Plate Fleet 
was sailing from the Spanish Main to Cadiz. And 
cautious Elizabeth gave the nod to, Drake, Essex, 
Raleigh and other high-placed buccaneers: Let 
the Spaniard find the gold and the silver; then 
take it from him. 

Soon everybody was at It, and more seriously. 
Cartier established New Frafce. London mer- 
chants and the Puritan hankering for theocracy

established New England. Not only was the 
ocean crossed, but river courses were followed 
through the forests. Log forts, log chapels, log 
houses and log trading posts were built. 

Who now thinks of a colony on the moon 
or a Plate Fleet from Mars? Adventure? A few 
may feel its tug. But the real driving force is 
fear. Man has armed himself with fearful 
weapons. And he feels compelled to find new 
paths for the weapons he hopes never will be 
used. ,

inches. It may go no higher. And if it does, who 
can say that twentieth century men may not 
yet search space as sixteenth century men 
searched the seas? There may be strange 
Indies for the discovering. 
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(hance to Ban Discrimination 

The Aldermen have been given another op- 
portunity to prohibit racial and religious dis- 
crimination in places of public accommodation. 
The latest chance to bring the city code into 
line with the basic equities is in the form of an 
anti-discrimination bill that has been reported 
without comment by the aldermanic legislative 
committee. 

Anti-discrimination proposals have fallen in 
the face of aldermanic timidity and ignorance 
in each of the last three regular sessions, but 
the margin of defeat has steadily been closed. 
Eight years ago a bill to prohibit discrimination 
lost 6 to 21; four years age the vote was 10 to 
17; two years ago, following a personal plea by 
Mayor Tucker, the result was a 12-to-14 defeat. 
This time the measure should be adopted. 

The bill would establish a municipal agency 
as a branch of the Council on Human Relations 
to hear and adjust complaints about discrimina- 
tion in restaurants, hotels, theaters and similar 
places open to the general public. Many such 
establishments do not now practice discrimina- 
tion, but in the absence of a general ordinance 
they may suffer a competitive disadvantage. Op- 
erators of many other places would willingly and 
quickly end this unreasonable custom if they 
had the law behind them. 

As Mayor Tucker pointed out in 1956, the 
measure emphasizes education, persuasion and 
conciliation in solving this problem. Only where 
reason was unable to accomplish the bill’s aims 
would the matter be referred to the City Coun- 
selor. Violation would be a misdemeanor 

Three members of the present Board of Alder- 
men did not hold office the last time this pro- 
posal was up for decision. Republican Joseph 
B. McDonald of the Twenty-fifth Ward has suc- 
ceeded Democrat William K. Gardner who fa- 
vored ending discrimination. Democrat John 
A. Sartorius of the Twenty-third Ward last spring 
defeated Republican Carl W. Guetschow who 
voted No. Democrat Joseph F. Noel has re- 
placed the late Everett J. Taylor who was against 
the bill. If these three would support the meas- 
ure, and if only one other of those who ducked 
the roll call or voted No also would support it, 
proponents would have 15 votes or a majority. 

Actually, however, if there is anything to the 
theory of party responsibility, then the Demo- 
cratic party must bear responsibility for the fate 
of the bill in this field. The Democrats have en- 
joyed overwhelming majorities in each of the 
last several Boards but they have failed to 
meet the community’s clear-cut need in this field. 

This time, St. Louisans will hope, all the 
Aldermen will have reason to understand the 
problem and courage to come to grips with it. 
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Spectacle on the Riverfront 
The sky being clear, a good many St. Louis- 


ans will be looking eastward Tuesday night 
between the hours of 6 and 10 p.m.

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Sabotaging an Inquiry 

The efforts to fire Dr. Bernard Schwartz 
as chief counsel of the House subcommittee 
investigating regulatory agencies will only fan 
public interest in this inquiry. 

Dr. Schwartz, New York University law pro- 
fessor, has been the chief exponent of the in- 
vestigation into the Federal Communications 
Commission. He has had the support of sub- 
committee chairman Morgan Moulder of Mis- 
souri and two other members, but has encoun- 
tered opposition from Republican committeemen 
and from Southern Democrats. 

This same alliance first set obstacles in the 
way of the inquiry and now, apart from the 
attempt to fire Dr. Schwartz, has been trying to 
force the investigation into private sessions 
closed to public view. Such moves can only 
raise the question: What do they want to hide? 

Another case of alleged misconduct involving 
a member of the Federal Communications Com- 
mission—this time Richard A. Mack who was 
appointed by President Eisenhower in 1955—is 
reported ready for presentation. But at the mo- 
ment it is uncertain how much, if anything, the 
public will learn about the case. 

This is especially disturbing since it is said 
to involve the allocation of Channel 10 in Miami 
to a subsidiary of National Airlines by a split 
vote of the commission, against the recommen- 
dation of the FCC’s hearing examiners. In law, 
as well as in theory, these channels are public 
property; so the public has an obvious “right to 
know.” 

In connection with the allegation against 
Mack, Chairman Moulder has been reminded 
of a House rule which entitles a person to be 
told about evidence against him behind closed 
doors if that evidence, in the committee's opin- 
ion, “may tend to defame, degrade or incrimi- 
nate.” The fact that elementary requirements 
of fairness have been ignored in a good many 
congressional investigations is no excuse for 
being unfair. Indeed, as Chairman Moulder 
said, his subcommittee has gone to unusual 
lengths in telling witnesses beforehand of the 
evidence against them. : 

An investigation, it must be remembered, is 
not a trial, even though it sometimes may lead 
to one. Its chief purpose is to establish the 


need for remedial legislation, if any, and wheth-’ 


er or not public servants are carrying out the 
public will as expressed by Congress. The regu- 
latory agencies are too important to leave -doubts 
about intregity behind closed doors.

The Fault Lies in Ourselves... 


Sputnik Shows How Americans Have Failed to Educate Selves 


From an Address by 
Senator J. William Fulbright 
of Arkansas 


The Administration space-age pro- 
gram is, at bottom, a program calling 
for a minimal instead of a maximum 
effort on the part of the United States. 
For the ruling principle to which it is 
tailored—as Administration sources 
have made clear in conferences with 
congressional leaders—is this: 

That the Soviet Union—our chal- 
lenger—is a warped society, wracked 
by internal strains, and fated for an 
early and inglorious collapse. In the 
circumstances, all we have to do is 
the very little that 
: is required to keep 
The Mirror our motors idling 

of until the inevitable 
: crackup occurs to 
the Soviet Union. 

I would admit 
straight off that 
the Soviet system may, in fact, have 
to be altered. In the long run, it may 
even collapse. But, as the saying 
goes, in the long run too, all of us 
shall be dead. 

It is in the field of education and 
basic research that the Russians have 
apparently made their greatest prog- 
ress. Why should this be so? 

Why is it that Soviet leaders, for 
all their roughness and brutality, 
have had the shrewdness to recog- 
nize the supreme importance of edu- 
cation? 

They are interested in strengthening 
the power and endurance of their 
Government because it is the same as 
strengthening their own power. 

Where, then, do we now stand? 


There is little doubt that we will 
meet the immediate problem of mis- 
siles and satellites. But the real chal- 
lenge we face involves the very roots

of our society. It involves our educa- 
tional system, the source of our knowl- 
edge and cultural values. And here 
the Administration’s program for a 
renaissance of learning is disturbingly 
small minded. 

As things now stand in America, 
there is no particular incentive for 
young people to exert themselves to 
achieve excellence in intellectual at- 
tainment Our students can leave 
school with a minimum of learning 
and still be reasonably sure of a life 
of relative ease and luxury. 

Of a piece with this, there is no 
particular prestige attached to intel- 
lectual attainment in America In- 
deed, during the recent McCarthy era, 
the prestige of educators and intel- 
lectuals generally sank to an all- 
time low. 

The Administration's proposal of a 
scholarship and counseling program 
of $250,000,000 a year for four years 
is a step in the right direction, and I 
approve of it. To that proposal, there 
should be added an additional author- 
ization for $500,000,000 a year to be 
distributed in accordance with the 
formula of Senate Bill 472, approved 
by the Senate by a vote of 58 to 22 
in 1948. This would be a respectable 
start toward our goal. 

The really deplorable conditions in 
education exist in the elementary and 
secondary levels. To superimpose a 
scholarship program on top of that 
situation is not a very Satisfactory an- 
swer. I say that because the people 
who will come up and be eligible for 
the scholarship program, by and large, 
will be ill equipped to benefit from it. 

If Congress would do something 
which even recognized the importance 
of education as such, and recognized 
the importance of the teaching pro- 
fession; if we were to give a little 
sign that we think it is important, it 


Don't Cheer Too Loudly From The Milwaukee Jour 


The Army has been getting a lot of 
credit for ‘“‘voluntarily” reviewing and 
changing dishonorable, and less than 
honorable, discharges of soldiers as 
security risks on the basis of their ac- 
tivities before induction. Some of 
the credit is not deserved, a dramatic 
incident in a current Supreme Court 
case shows. 

The drama comes in a flat statement 
by Donald B. MacGuineas, Justice De- 
partment attorney, that the Army had 
no legal right to base dishonorable 
discharge upon activities of a man be- 
fore he became a soldier. Not only 
that, said MacGuineas, but the Army 
was told by the Justice Department 
that it had no legal right. 

But, MacGuineas went on, even if 
the Army didn’t have a right to dis- 
charge men on the basis of preinduc- 
tion activities, the courts have no 
power of review. This argument the 
court still has to act upon, But toa 


layman it would seem strange that 
the courts would lack the power to 
see to it that any American received 
elemental justice and the protection 
of his rights. 

One other strange argument the 
Government attorney made. it i 
that, in giving a man a dishonorable 
discharge, no legal injury is involved. 
The discharge certificate, MacGuineas 
argued, is not a public document, but 
is intended only for the private in- 
formation of the soldier. 

“Do you give it to him for his 
secret archives”’’’ Justice Frankfurter 
is reported to have asked acidly. 

Of course not. A discharge is often 
necessary for a man to get a job, to 
get into school, to use as a means of 
obtaining veterans’ benefits. It’s im- 
possible to keep setret. If it is dis- 
honorable it cannot help but do him 
harm, whether legal harm or not.

No doubt, Congress will vote

asks for one. Congress might 
act on its own impulse. A re- 
duction in the personal with- 
holding tax, which would in- 
stantaneously increase con- 
summer income and consumer 
spending, is always “sound 
politics” in an election year. 
But it wouldn’t do for the 
federal government to cut its 
own spending just when it’s 
trying to pump out more 
money to you and me by taking 
less in taxes. That would be 
giving with one hand and tak- 
ing with the other. And that’s 
real possibility. The debt

So plan now to make Friday 
a special day for those special 
persons in your life, and what 
better way to do it than taking 
the trouble to serve a typically 
Valentine dish? 

Perhaps there is some recipe 
which is your specialty that 
could be given a hearts-and- 
flowers touch; perhaps you 
may want to try one of the 
dishes featured in this section. 
In either event, this is one 
time when that trite old saying 
is so very true — “it’s the 
thought that counts.” The 
homemaker can express this 
thought with a gift from her 
heart, made right in her own 
kitchen. 

For example, this Victorian 
Peach Cobbler is as pretty as 
an old-fashioned valentine. It 
is baked in a heart-shaped cas- 
serole, but if you don't have 
one any shape will do because 
the flaky golden pastry heart 
will carry the holiday theme. 

Apples and canned peaches 
join flavors, sparked with a 
touch of preserved or candied 
ginger, in the filling. The pas- 
try crust is baked separately 
and dopped onto the hot fill- 
ing so that it will remain crisp. 
Serve the cobbler with a spoon- 
ful of Fluffy Cheese Topping 
which also may be used to out- 
line the edge of the pastry 
heart.

One-fourth cup poppy seeds.

Bring to boil over medium 
heat, then cook for eight min- 

utes, stirring constantly. 

Remove from heat: add lem- 
on juice, butter, grated peel 
and poppy seeds.

Two tablespoons sugar. 

One teaspoon grated lemon 
ee! 

Melted butter or margarine

One tablespoon grated lemon 
peel.

To make four coffee rings, roll 
each piece of dough into eight

| beginning at wide side. Seal 
well by pinching edges of roll 
down on lightly greased baking 
sheet.

set aside pieces of pimiento for 
decoration and chop remain- 
|ing; add to gelatin 
| Pick over crab meat, flake 

and add it. Blend in the sour 
cream well and add remaining 
| ingredients. 

Pour mixture into an oiled 
one-quart mold. Chill until 
| firm. Unmold onto salad greens 
and serve with mayonnaise. 

Garnish with decoration cut 
from pimiento. 

This amount will make six 
individual molds, if preferred.

Speech Difficulty 


A SPEECH DIFFICULTY is an affliction and demands 
helpful attention. Before any instruction is begun how- 
ever, we must try to learn where the difficulty lies, what 
causes it and how to remove it. 

Children just starting to talk in sentences will choke 
up and stammer when they try to tell a connected story, 
especially if the adult listener fixes his attention on them. 
They have so much to say, they are in such a hurry to 
say it lest they lose their audience, that they jam their 
speech mechanism, If the listener will say, “Wait a min- 
ute,” appear to attend to something near at hand, then 
say, without looking directly at the speaker, “All right 
now. I’m listening,” the story will come out more smoothly. 
This is not a speech defect. It is immaturity and time and 
practice will remedy it if parents will just be patient and 
not worry. 


The older child whose speech sticks in his 
throat so that he stutters is another matter. First 
we must make certain that there is no physical 
malformation causing the trouble. This is the work 
of the specialist and must be attended to by him. 
Lay teachers and parents cannot be useful here. 
If no physical defect is discovered we investigate 
the possibility of an emotional cause. Worry and 
fear can, and often do, cause stuttering. A bright 
boy who up to the time he began stuttering, had 
done fine schoolwork, began failing. No physical 
reason could be found. The teacher investigated 
and learned that the parents were quarreling 
whenever they met. As long as that state of affairs 
continued the bey would be likely to stutter. 


What to do abeut these cases must be left to those 
in chargé of them. The emotionally distressed children 
need release from the situations that distress them and 
only the people involved can do that. Those with physical 
defects must be left to the physicians and to the speech 
specialists. 


Nobody should attempt to teach a child who has an 


organic speech difficulty without the advice and supervi- 
sion of the physician and the skilled professionally trained 
speech teacher. Amateurs in this field are likely to do 
more harm than good. 
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Bright Memories of Earlier Day St. Louis 


‘Miss Birdie’ Scott Recalls Stories of -Civil War, Attending First Veiled Prophet Ball

WHEN STELLA SCOTT was 
a little girl, her family and 
her governess told her exciting 
stories about the war. They 
told her how they'd taken the 
silver doorplate off the door 
and buried it. How Miss Hattie, 
the governess, had been ban- 
ished from St. Louis and ran 
the blockade to get back. How, 
even after the war, feeling ran 
so high that one of Dr. Scott's 
best friends did not speak to 
him until he called the doctor 
to his deathbed. 

“The war,” of course, is the 
Civil War. Miss Scott, or “Miss 
Birdie,” as her friends call her, 
will be 95 years old on April 
6. She has many friends, al- 
though she lives at the so- 
called Home of the Friendless, 


4431 South Broadway, and if 
you are fortunate enough to 
catch her between luncheons 
and social engagements, you 


can sit in her pleasant room, 
bright with pink azaleas, and 
get her to reminisce about an 
earlier St. Louis. 

Vital and vigorous for a 
woman of 94, Miss Birdie 
laughs as she tells how she 
was considered “a frail girl 
who wouldn't live to be 18.” 
Despite this dire prediction, by 
18 she was having a gay social 
whirl, or what she describes as 


“a very lovely young lady- 
hood.” 
One of her earliest social 


memories is of the first Veiled 
Prophet Ball. She was then 15, 
and is believed to be the only 
living eye-witness to the event. 
“‘Because it was the first, no 
one knew what to expect,” she 
recalled. “I remember on my 
way home from school I eyed 
every, peculiar looking wagon 
wondering if it were a float.” 
She remembers the early 
balls chiefly for the long wait 
for the men to get out of 
parade regalia and come to the 
ball. Both events were held 
the same night in those days. 
She remembers the _ parade 
when John Larrimore, a friend 
of the family, was the Prophet 
and blew her a kiss from the 
float. She remembers dancing 
at another ball with Dave Biggs 
and recalls as most impressive 
of all, the ball attended by 
President and Mrs. Cleveland. 
“The Merchants’ Exchange 
ballroom was beautiful that 
night,” she related, “with an 
ornament overhead that scat- 
tered roses. And Mrs. Cleve- 
land was a beautiful woman.” 
Miss Birdie was born in a 
house on Pine between Seventh 


and Eighth streets, in 1863 and 
was named Stella Loy Scott 
after her mother and her 
mother’s bridesmaid, Mollie 
Lov. 


Her first school was Mary 
Institute, then on Fourteenth 
and Locust streets (“It was all 
open country beyond there’’) 
and later Edgeworth Hall. When 
she was 8 years old, her mother 
died, and she and her father, 
Dr. James M- Scott, moved to 
a house on Bellefontaine and 
Chambers roads, across from 
the Ashbrook mansion. 

“Not long ago I saw a piece 
in the paper that no one knew 
much about that house,’ she 
said. “Why I know alli about it. 
It was the first home in St. 
Louis to have marble floors and 
the owner spent so much build- 
ing it, he had to raffle it off. 
A Mr. Levi Ashbrook won it. 
Later the Becks lived there, 
then the Molls.” 

Miss Birdie remembers an- 
other showplace, the John 
O'Fallon home in the center 
of what is now O'Fallon Park— 
“a magnificent home of 42 


_rooms with a hall so big you 


could hold two square dances 
in it, and an underground tun- 
nel where they brought sup- 
plies in.” 

Then there was the Major 
Dobbins mansion on North 
Twelfth street which had been 
a prison during the war, where 
her father was held briefly, 
suspected of being a Southern 
sympathizer. His jailer learned 
he was a fellow Mason and re- 
leased him “to go home and

Dr. Scott was admittedly a 
“redhot Southerner.” His fa- 
ther had come from Virginia 
because, Miss Birdie tells the 
story, “he went security for 
two men and had to pay their 
debt and said he wouldn't stay 
in Virginia a poor man. He 
came to Potosi, Mo., which was 


then a very elegant: settle- 
ment.” 
Her other grandfather, 


Thomas Kirker, was Kentucky- 
born, but moved to Ohio and 
became the second Governor 
of that state. Grandfather 
Scott died shortly after he 
came to Missouri and his son, 
Miss Birdie’s father, came to 
St. Louis to go to medical 
school. As a young doctor, he 
practiced in Washington, Mo., 
and it was while he was there 
that his sister, Mrs. Thomas C. 
Johnson, wrote him a letter 
from Potosl. 


“It read, ‘If you don't 
hurry and come down you'll 
find there’s a railroad here,’ ”’ 
Miss Scott recalled. “ ‘Mr. 
Johnson (she always called 
her husband Mr. Johnson) 
went up to St. Louis and got 
them to bring a stage line 
down.’ And you know what 
it was? It was the Missouri 
Pacific railroad.” 


The grandson of that “Mr. 
Johnson,” T. Carter Johnson of 
University City, is Miss Birdie’s 
only living relative. Other 
relatives were the Skinkers and 
the Jennings. (“First time I 
ever slept in a trundle bed was 
at the Jennings house.”) Fam- 
ily friends were the Kennards, 
the Atwoods, the Viemonts, the 
Boyds. Her father’s office was 
on Fourth street near Washing- 
ton avenue in a private resi- 
dence and she recalls with 
fondness a Dr. Leete whose of- 
fice was there, too. 

“He and papa were friends 
although he was a Yankee and 
had been in the march to the 


sea,” she said. 
“T can still remember Dr. 
Leete telling papa about a

school, a rich planter’s son, 
and how he was so worried 
about him after the war, he 
finally wrote to find out how 
he was getting along.

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Solving Case of Protest Voyage to H-Bomb Test Area 


Poisoned Gardener Albert Bigelow, Navy Officer Turned Pacifist, Explains W 


By John F. Allen 


(Following is one of a series of stories of 
modern medicine's super sleuths—those diagnosti- 
cians who ferret out hidden disease much as de- 
tectives uncover crime. These are actual cases 
from the files of members of the California So- 
ciety of Internal Medicine.) 

GEORGE JOHNSON is a gardener, and a good one. 
You can tell that his interest goes deeper than just holding 
down a job and drawing a pay check, because he takes 
as much pride in his own bright and colorful yard as he 
does in the beds and 
lawns and shrubbery of 
the country club where 
he works. 

One night not long ago 
George Joh nson was 
awakened from his usu- 
ally solid sleep by a 
cramping pain in his ab- 
domen. It was not severe 
enough to trouble him 
for long, and soon it was 


gone. Maybe a strain 
from digging, Johnson 
thought, or maybe just 


something he'd eaten. 

But the cramping came 
again the following night, 
a little worse, and a little 
longer lasting. On subse- 
quent nights it became 
worse and worse, and 
Johnson paced the floor 
in pain and worry. 

Within a few weeks he began to notice other symp- 

toms. In the midst of raking a lawn, a wave of dizziness 
would turn his knees to water; he would stagger and his 
eyes would blur. He would find himself panting and 
frighteningly short of breath at the least exertion, and 
his heart would pound hard and fast in his chest. Now 
the pains were with him almost all the time, and they 
seemed to fill his entire abdomen. Nothing relieved them, 
meither a change of position, nor what he ate or failed to 
eat. 


Six weeks after the first warning cramp, 
George Johnson saw his doctor, and was sent to a 
nearby hospital. All of the more obvious tests 
were run. The abdomen felt healthy and was not 
tender to the touch; there was no enlargement of 
the liver. In a fluoroscope examination the doctor 
thought he detected a peptic ulcer, but this was 
ruled out in an examination of X-ray film. Other 
X-rays showed nothing, and blood and urine sugar 
levels were normal. 


But one thing was definitely wrong with Johnson: 
a blood count showed that he suffered from a fairly severe 
anemia, with his red blood cells showing the typical 
bluish-black dots (known to doctors as “stipplings’’) that 
marked them as newly manufactured—as though to supply 
a recent loss. Johnson’s trouble was tentatively diagnosed 
as anemia due to some sort of liver disease. He was given 
whole blood transfusions and sent home, 


BUT HE BECAME WORSE instead of better: the 
abdominal pains grew sharper, and nausea and vomiting 
were added to his symptoms. Within three weeks he was 
back in the hospital. Now there was extreme tenderness 
in the abdomen and the doctor thought he detected the 
first signs of jaundice. X-ray studies of the large bowel 
appeared to show an obstruction, a finding that at least 
partially fitted in with the laboratory evidence. The doctor 
ordered surgical exploration, but at the last minute he 
wavered—as a good physician will when a lingering doubt 
remains. He called off surgery and sought the help of an 
expert internist. 

The internist—trained beyond most general practi- 
tioners in the art of spotting medical clues and deducing 
cause from effect—read George Johnson’s medical history, 
questioned, probed and searched. The gardener’s key 
symptoms of abdominal pain and the anemia with the 
blue-black stippling of the red cells pointed strongly in the 
internist’s mind to just one condition: lead poisoning. 

And so he sought confirmation in a spot where ordi- 
marily only a dentist might have looked: in George John- 
gson’s mouth. And there it was—a tell-tale “lead line” 
along the base of the teeth, a blue-black discoloration of 
the gums, typical of lead poisoning, one of the body's 
depositories of excess lead. 

There was one more confirmatory check to make, an 
intricate chemical test for lead in the urine. Its result 
added the final bit of proof. 


Now there seemed no trouble in deciding 
where a gardener would acquire lead poisoning; 
many insect sprays are heavy with lead arsenate 
and the lead content can enter the human body 
through the mouth or pores. So the internist 
was somewhat bewildered to learn that the sprays 
Johnson worked with at the country club con- 
tained no lead at all. 


It was then—under further questioning—that Johnson 
admitted somewhat sheepishly that he did use lead arse- 
nate sprays in ‘his own garden, and that with the years 
he had grown careless, often spilling it on his hands and 
as often forgetting to wash them before eating or smoking. 


GEORGE JOHNSON was placed on medicine and a 
diet designed to help. his body rid itself of the excess lead. 
Today he is again healthy and happy in his work. He uses 


non-lead sprays both at work and at home.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10. 


ALBERT SMITH BIGELOW, 
a World War II Navy com- 
mander of combat vessels, now 
a pacifist, plans to sail today 
from San Pedro, Calif., to pro- 
test against the new testing of 
H-bombs in the Eniwetok area. 

About April 1, Bigelow and 
three companions hope tu reach 
the Marshall Islands in a 30- 
foot ketch which they will at- 
tempt to sail into the restrict- 
ed zone. 

Bigelow, a tall, handsome, 
graying architect, of Cos Cob, 
Conn., and a devout Quaker, 
said, before leaving New York: 

“I am going because, like all 
men, I know in my heart that 
all nuclear explosions are mon- 
strous, evil, unworthy of human 
beings. I am going because it 
is the way I can say to my 
Government, to the _ British 
Government, and to the Krem- 
lin: ‘Stop! Stop this madness 
before it is too late. For God's 
sake, turn back’.” 

The small vessel, named the 
“Golden Rule,” has 500 square 
feet of sail and a 24 h.p. aux- 
iliary motor. It is expected to 
reach Hawaii in about three 
weeks. Then Bigelow will pro- 
ceed to the Marshall Islands to 
make his attempt to enter the 
500,000-square-mile danger 
area. 

A Navy spokesman in Wash- 
ington told the Post-Dispatch: 

“If Mr. Bigelow approaches 
the restricted area and is spot- 


ted by a Navy patrol on the 
surface or by an Air Force 
patrol in the air, the Navy 


would immediately offer him 
escort back to the nearest port. 

“If he enters the area, he 
will be arrested for trespassing 
and tried in federal court. 
Exactly the same laws apply as 
on the ground, since that area 
of the Pacific is one area of 
the seas not free as set forth 
by international agreement. It 
is governed by the United 
States under a United Nations 
trusteeship agreement.” 

Before he left New York for 
California to start his 6500-mile 
journey of protest against the 
latest Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion tests of the H-bomb, 5l- 
year-old Bigelow said: 

“We will remain there in the 
Pacific area in an effort to wit- 
ness to all men that it is im- 
portant that the race to ex- 
tinction be stopped. There will 
be no deception. All action will 
be taken openly and trustingly 
in the Gandhian spirit of a non- 
violent attempt to effect need- 
ed change by speaking to the 
best in all men.” 

Sponsored at an estimated 
cost of $31,000 by “‘Non-Violent 
Action Against Nuclear Weap- 
ons,”’ a committee of leaders of 
American organizations work- 
ing for world peace, the expe- 
dition will include, besides Big- 
elow, William R. Huntington, 
50, of St. James, L.I., also a 
Quaker and an architect, chair- 
man of the peace and social or- 
der committee of the Religious 
Society of Friends General Con- 
ference: George Willoughby, of 
Blackwood Terrace, N.J., for- 
mer secretary of the Des Moines 
(lowa) office, American Friends 
Service Committee, and David 
Gale, 25. a recent graduate of 
Macalester College, St. Paul, 
Minn., who was a worker with 
the American Friends Service 
Committee in Mexico and 
Chicago. 

“All of these men,” said a 
spokesman for the Non-Violent 
Action Against Nuelear Weap- 
ons Committee, “are acting un- 


der the compulsion of con- 
science and reason. They are 
making this journey, despite 


warnings, because they recog- 
nize these explosions will be 
stopped only if this is the will 
of the American people. They 
hope by their presence and, if 
necessary, by their suffering, to 
speak to the reason and con- 
science of their fellow Ameri- 
cans. A _ parallel project to 
carry the same moral and politi- 
cal message to the people and 
authorities of Russia is now be- 
ing organized.” 

Bigelow, married for 27 
years, father of two grown 
daughters and grandfather of 
four, has the complete bless- 
ing of his wife, Sylvia, on his 
journey. 

“T have a tremendous ad- 
miration for my husband,” 
Mrs. . Bigelow, a _ soft-spoken, 
highly-intelligent and remark- 
ably young - looking grand- 
mother, said.* “A Jot of peo- 
ple think Bert is either nuis 
or wants personal publicity. 
They should know, as I do, 
how he has searched himself, 
how often he has said, ‘If 
only something imaginative 
could be done to wake people 
up to the fact that war is no 
longer a feudal jousting match 
but an unthinkable catastrophe 
for all men.’ 

“Perhaps this journey that 
Bert and the other three men 
are taking will wake people up 
just a little bit so that the cde- 
sire for peace will have a little 
more fertile ground in which 
to grow and finally capture the 
imagination of ‘the whole 
world.” 
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hy He's Sailing Ketch to Region

Mrs. Bigelow is particularly 
disturbed over the fact that 
“pacifist” has come to be some- 
thing of a “dirty word” in the 
United States. 

“People have come to think 
that being a pacifist implies 
lying down and letting the Rus- 
sians walk over you,” she as- 
serted. “Bert and these. guys 
with him are not going to lie 
down and let the Russians take 
over. They simply believe that 
it is time to quit the arms race 
and turn it instead into a dis- 
armament race. Their way is 
the way of non-violence, the 
Gandhian way. They want to 
see the -nations of the world 
stop competing for evil and 
start competing for good.” 

Bert Bigelow has come by 
his present convictions over a 
period of years, his wife re- 
lated. Born in_ Brookline, 
Mass., he _ attended Milton 
Academy and Harvard Univer- 
sity. He was a_= successful 
architect and sailing enthusiast 
when Pearl Harbor was at- 
tacked. The next day he was 
at the Navy recruiting office. 
He has said he joined the Navy 
“for adventure and the pros- 
pect of becoming a hero in the 
bargain.” 


After several shore assign- 
ments with the Navy, Bigelow 
was sent to the Naval Train- 
ing Station at Northwestern 
University where he sensed 
that because of his past sail- 
ing experience he would be 
made an instructor and nev- 
er get to sea. So he deliber- 
ately flunked an examination 
in navigation and before long 
was assigned to a submarine 
chaser in the Atlantic. 


From March to October 
1943 he was in command of 
a submarine chaser in the 
Solomon Islands. It was dur- 
ing this period that more than 
100 Japanese planes were shot 
down in one day. Bigelow re- 
membered afterward that this 
was called “‘the turkey shoot.” 
In later years he began to be 
“appalled at the insensitivity 
which decent men develop in 
such situations.” 

Later in the war he was cap- 
tain of the destroyer escort 
Dale W. Peterson and was on 
her bridge as she came into 
Pearl Harbor from San Fran- 
cisco when the first news ar- 
rived of the explosion of an 
atomic bomb over Hiroshima, 
Bigelow has since said, “Intui- 
tively it was then that I real- 
ized for the first time that 
morally war is impossible.” 

After the war Bigelow be- 
came housing commissioner for 
the State of Massachusetts. He 
began to question his ‘own 
“life-philosophy.”’ 

“Like many other people 
who had been through the 
war,” he wrote in a little pam- 
phlet of explanation, “I was 
seeking some. sort of unified 
life-philosophy or religion. Il 
did a good deal of religious 
‘window -shopping.’ I became 
impressed by the fact that in 
one way or another the saints, 
the wise men, those who 
seemed to me truly experi- 
enced, all pointed in one direc- 
tion — toward non-violence, 
truth, love, toward a way and 
a goal that coujd not be recon- 
ciled with war. For quite a 
while, to borrow a phrase, I 
‘sucked the finger instead of 
going where it pointed.’ 

“But finally I realized that I 
did have to move in that direc- 
tion, and in 1952, I resigned my

commission in the Naval Re- 
serve. It was promptly and 
courteously accepted. I felt a 
bit proud of doing it a month 
before I would have come into 
a pension. Such little things 
we pride ourselves on!” 

Little by little Bigelow came 
more into contact with the 
Quakers, the Society of 
Friends. His wife had joined 
in 1948. But as late as 1955 
Bigelow was “still fighting off’’ 
joining the Society. Then came 
the experience of having in the 
Bigelow home two of the Hiro- 
shima girls who had been dis- 
figured in the bombing of Aug. 
6, 1945. The girls were part 
of a group brought to this 
country for plastic surgery. 

“There was one thing about 
these girls that hit me very 
hard and forced me to see that 
I had no choice but to make 
the commitment to live, as best 
I could, a life of non-violence 
and reconciliation,” Bigelow 
wrote. “It was the fact that 
when they were bombed in 
1945 the two girls in our home 
were 9 and 13 years old. What 
earthly thing could they have 
done to give some semblance 
of what we call justice to the 
ordeal inflicted upon them and 
hundreds like them? What 
possible good could come out 
of human action—war—which 
bore such fruits? Is it not ut- 
ter blasphemy to think ‘that 
there is anything moral or 
Christian about.such behavior?” 


Bigelow has said that the 
“absolute realization of the 
immorality of nuclear war’ 
finally came to his “whole 
being” last August. It was 
then that he, with 11 others, 
in protest against the sum- 
mer-long nuclear tests, tried 
to enter the restricted Camp 
Mercury testing grounds in 
Nevada and were arrested for 
trespassing. 


They were given a speedy 


trial, with sentencing suspended | 


for one year. They returned to 
Camp Mercury to continue the 
“Prayer and Conscience Vigil’ 
along with others who had 
joined their civil disobedience 
action. 

“In the early. morning of 
Aug. 7, before dawn in the 
Nevada desert, we sat with our 
backs to the explosion site,” 
Bigelow related. “And when 
the flash came I felt again the 
utterly impossible horror of 
this whole business, the same 
realization that nuclear war 
must go, that I had felt 12 
years before on the bridge of 
U.S.S. Dale W. Peterson, off 
Pearl Harbor.” 

Only recently Bigelow was 
asked by the New England Of- 
fice of the American Friends 
Service Committee to take to 
the White House 17,411 signa- 
tures to a petition to cancel 
the Pacific tests. Ten thousand 
signatures had previously been 
sent in. 

“I could find no one to ac- 
cept the petitions,” Bigelow 
said. “Each time I ‘telephoned, 
including the last, I was told 


‘J could, of course, leave the 


petitions with the policeman 
at the gate. This I refused to 
Go. , It seems terrible to me 


} 


that Americans can no longer 
speak to or be seen by their 
Government. Can it not lis- 
ten to their humble and rea- 
sonable pleas? At any rate, 
the experience has strengthen- 
ed in me the conviction that 
we must, at whatever cost, find 
ways to make our witness and 
protest heard.” 


To make the protest heard, 


—— 
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Bigelow decided on the pres- 
ent expedition to the nuclear 
testing grounds in the Pacific. 

Asked before he left New 
York what would happen if the 
Navy patrolling the restricted 
area boards his ketch, Bigelow 
replied: “I think I may sug- 
gest to the officer in charge 
of such a boarding warty that 
he is acting the part of a pi- 
rate. The United States Navy, 
you know, was organized to 
deal with pirates.” 


Whatever happens, Bert 
Bigelow and his three com- 
panions have committed 
themselves to their expedi- 
tion in the Golden Rule “to 
help change a world policy of 
fear, force and destruction to 
one of trust, kindness and 
help.” 


“We will remain there as 
long as the tests of the H- 
bombs continue,” Bigelow 
promised.

Plight of People on Pensions 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 10. 
I AM GETTING more and 


more concerned about. the 
plight of people living on 
pensions. 


I have a letter, for instance, 
about retired Federal employes 
whose pensions, according to 
my correspondent, average 
$1200 a year, and many of 
them have no other income 
whatsoever. 

These people are finding it 
almost impossible to make ends 
meet, and this applies not just 
to retired Federal employes but 
to all other people who are on 
social security and pensions of 
any kind. 

[ saw somewhere the other 
day that the average social] se- 
curity payment is $54 a month. 
Unless a person gets the maxi- 
mum, which might be almost 
double that, having enough to 
eat would be impossible. 

I know there are bills pend- 
ing in Congress to add to these 
pensions, but it seems to me 
that the Government should 
also consider doing something 
to increase the food allowance 
for these people. This is one 
way surplus food can be used 
in this country for the benefit 
of our own people 

WHILE IN MIAMI T heard 
sad tales about the conditions 
of the migrant workers be- 
cause of the weather, and those 
who were’ concerned told me 
that Government help was at 
last being brought in and 
truck-loads of food had ar- 
rived. But help had come 
very, very late and there had 
been much suffering before it 
reached the people 


IN SPITE of rather stormy 
weather, I was in time for 
Martha Deane’s radio program 
Friday morning. She had asked 
me to come and talk about my 
articles in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, which began in the 
Feb. 8 issue.

We worry about tomorrow’s 
meal: and we have become abnormally interested in to- | 


morrow’s weather. 
weather—via radio and television reports—has become a 
sickly conrpulsion.) 

I wish I knew the remedy for stopping worry. It can- 
not be turned off like a spiget on water coming out of a 
faucet. But we can learn how to worry less. Each of us 
must find our own method, however. What works for one 
may be inefficacious for the other. 


For example, let me tell you about a remark- 
able woman who found a simple way to lessen 
worry. I had told her that I was impressed by her 
apparent equanimity; her ability to take things in 
stride and not become anxious and concerned 
about herself. 


She smiled and said: “I just happen to be lucky. How 
or why, I don’t know, but I stumbled on an antidote 
against worry. I used to be like most people: I frittered 
and worried my days away. 

“One day I said to myself that it had to stop if I 
hoped to get anything at all out of life. I remember that 
I wanted to take a nap that day; but the sun was stream- 
ing into my bedroom. So I went to the venetian blinds, 
pulled the cord, and presto! I had shut out the light just 
like that! 

“Suddenly it struck me: Why can’t I turn off worry 
the same way? It’s all a state of mind. And I tried it 
next time. A little worry came along and I mentally 
pulled down my venetian blind on it. I reached up with 
my thumb and forefinger and slowly pulled down a tiny, 
imaginary venetian blind over my face. 


“Believe it or not. I shut out that worry. I 
have used that method hundreds of times for 
little and big worries. It may seem silly to you 
but the main thing is that it works, That little 
trick has made sort of a philosopher out of me. 


“Why don’t you pass it on to the readers in your 
column? Take it for what it’s worth. It may work for 
some of them, too.” 

So there you are, Mrs. L.L.H. Why not try the “vene- 
tian blind’ psychology? Or, perhaps you can come up 
with a trick of your own, 
mercy of a “silly” trick.
